U.S. decision on 
_imports_of 
Japan_plastic 


Washington, Mar, 29. 

The Tariff Commission held 
today’ that imports of 
plastic rain coats, which 
aro chicfly from Japan, 
have not caused serious 
injury to U.S. manufac- 
turers. 


In a four-two decision, the 
commission. decided against a 
recommendation to President 
Kennedy for an increase in the 
12.6 per cent ad-valorui tariff. 


The tariff was negotiated 
under the reciprocal trade pact 
and therefore the president 
would have limited authority 
to increase it if the Tariff Com- 
mission found. -imports -were 
causing or threatening .stricus 
fajury to tHe’ domestic Industry. 


In, .its. finding, the Com- 
mission cited growth of profits 
im ithe U.S, industry. It sald 
much of the imports. are .sold 
at prices well below those of 
American-made plastic rain 
|coats, thereby indicating the 
two types are not fully com- 
petitive. 


Imports in 960 amounted to 
303,000 dozen tain coats valued 
at ‘$1,700,000. Domestic produc- 
tion amounted to 312,000 dozen 
and sales totalled $9,800,000. The 
difference in dollar totals despite 
the near equality of unit, sales 
reflected the high unit prices 
ae the American  products.—
